UTTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court today 
reversed a Circuit Court judg- 
ment from Conway County of 
$45,000 for about 17 acres of land 
taken by the state for construc- 
tion of Interstate 40. 


The Arkansas Highway Com- 


mission took 16.72 acres of the 
north 80 of Ralph L. Geeslin's 
440-acre tract in Conway Coun- 
ty. 


A jury awarded damages of 


$45,000 after Geeslin estimated 
that the taking of the land dam- 
aged his property in the sum of 
$58,263. An expert witness for 
Geeslin said 
damages were 


$39,425. Experts for the commis- 
sion testified damages were 
$2,750 and $1,750. 


Geeslin bought the land in 1959 


and in 1962 at a cost of $62 and 
$91 per acre in each case re- 
spectively-a 
total 
cost of 


$33,000 for the 440 acres. 


The high court, in a 5-2 de- 


cision, ordered a new trial on 
grounds that four errors were 
committed in the first trial. 


The Supreme Court said Cir- 


cuit Court Judge Russell C. Rob- 
erts erred in failing to strike the 
testimony of Geeslin, failing to 
strike the testimony of his wit- 
ness, George Lyford and failing 
to grant a new trial as requested 
by the commission. The Su- 
preme Court also said the jury 
verdict was not based on sub- 
stantive evidence. 


The commission has been in- 


volved In 16 imminent domain 
cases in Conway County involv- 
ing jury awards of $470,550 over 
property the commission's wit- 
nesses estimated to be worth no 
more than $131,550.

Electoral 
Reform Has 
Faded Some 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 


Chances for Senate approval of 
a 
Constitutional 
amendment 


providing the direct election of 
the president have about faded 
to the point where the 1972 elec- 
tion may be decided under the 
current electoral college sys- 
tem. 


The House approved the pro- 


posed amendment Sept. 18 by a 
339-70 vote, far more than the 
necessary two-thirds majority. 
But no action has been taken by 
the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee. 


Time 
is 
running strongly 


against 
the 
amendment, be- 


cause the Senate will have its 
hands full for the rest of the 
year with the Supreme Court 
nomination of Judge Clement F. 
Haynsworth Jr., the massive 
tax reform bill, and a pile-up of 
delayed appropriations meas- 
ures. 


The first step is to get the 


amendment out of the Judiciary 
Committee, 
which 
has been 


sharply divided on electoral re- 
form proposals. The issue was 
pushed aside by Haynsworth's 
nomination and no date has 
been set for taking it up. 


Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., chief 


Senate sponsor of the direct 
election amendment, said there 
will be no meaningful discussion 
of it within the committee until 
the Haynsworth nomination is 
disposed of. 


However, Bayh said he has 


not given up hope of winning 
Senate approval of the proposed 
amendment this year—or, if this 
proves impossible, early next 
year. 


If 
the 
amendment gains a 


two-thirds majority in the Sen- 
ate, it still will have to be rati- 
fied 
by 
three-fourths 
of the 


states. This may be the biggest 
hurdle of all. 


As approved by the House, the 


amendment provides that ratifi- 
cation by tht states must be 
complied by Jan. 21, 1971, to 
take effect for (he 1972presiden- 
tial election.

SHORT RIBS 


Q—My grandson has osteo- 


chronditis. What causes it? 
Is surgery the only cure? 


A—In this disease there is 


inflammation of the cartilag- 
inous growth centers of some 
of the long bones. The cause 
is unknown but heredity may 
be a factor. It occurs be- 
tween the ages of 4 and 16 
and persists until the growth 
period is over. When it in- 
volves the knees it is called 
Osgood-Schlatter's 
disease 


and when it involves the 
hips it is called Legg, Calve 
or Perthes disease. When the 
involved limb is protected 
against weight-bearing by a 
brace or cast until the dis- 
ease has subsided, recovery 
is complete. No operation is 
required. 


Q—My son, now 18 months 


old, still has a soft spot on 
his head. What causes this? 


A—Some fontancls close at 


nine months and others not 
before 24 months. The aver- 
age is about 15 months.

Q—At the hospital, they 


took blood from the heel of 
my friend's baby before he 
came home. Why was this 
done? 


A—It was taken from the 


heel because in an infant this 
is the easiest p l a c e from 
which to get a sample. Since 
a newborn may have a wide 
variety of diseases, it may 
be necessary to test its blood 
for a n e m i a or abnormal 
Chemical composition. 


Q—Is it serious when a 


boy, 4, has a hemoglobin 
8 per cent below normal? 


A—No, but if on a recheck 


the concentration is still low 
an effort should be made to 
determine the cause. 


Q—Will blood transfusions 


in a baby cause his per- 
sonality to be more like that 
of the donor than of his 
parents? 


A—No. 


Q—What is meant by hy- 


pertonic colic? What causes 
it and what is the best treat- 
ment? 


A—This is not a standard 


term but I would assume 
that it refers to colic asso- 
ciated with nervous tension. 
This is common in a first- 
born because a baby can 
sense his mother's anxiety 
which is much less with her 
subsequent children. In some 
babies, a l l e r g y or a de- 
ficiency of progesterone may 
be a factor. The treatment 
is loving care administered 
in a relaxed manner and 
elimination of any causative 
factor that can be identified. 
Most babies outgrow the dis- 
order by the 12th week of 
life.

Newsprint Goes 
to $1511 Ton; 
How Mills Operate 
O 


n Oct. 1 this column report* 
ed that one of the principal 
newsprint manufacturers of 


North America had marked up 
the price of the coarse white 
paper on which newspapers print 
from present $147 a ton to $152 
effective Jan, 1, with indications 
other major producers would fol- 
low the hike—although we had 
heard nothing from our own mill, 
Southland at Lufkin, Texas. 


Well, we heard last Saturday 


Perkins-Goodwin Co., Inc., sole 
sales agent for the mill, sent 
us the following telegram: 


"Southland Paper Mils, 


Inc., has today asked me to 
advise you of the necessity 
to increase the price of 
newsprint under our con- 
tract with you by $4 per ton 
effective Jan. 1, 1970. 


"This matter has been 


given considerable thought 
but known 
increases 
in 


manufacturing costs as well 
as in delivery charges make 
this move Imperative at this 
time. It is hoped that the 
spirallng 
cost movement 


will slow down. We do trust 
you understand our position 
and will accept this modest 
increase of less than 3 per 
cent. — J.W. Price, vice- 
president 
Perkins-Goodwin 


Co., Inc., Dallas, Texas" 
We should be thankful for one 


thing—our increase was only 
$4, to $151 a ton, while Eastern 
and Northern papers are hit $5, 
or $152 a ton. 


But not too thankful. The tele- 


gram points out that the pre- 
sent increase is only 3 per cent. 
What it overlooks is the fact that 
since early 1966, three and a half 
years ago, our cost has been 
boosted $16 a ton, from $135 to 
$151, or 11.8 per cent, as of next 
Jan. 1. 


My anticipation of what would 


happen after Bowater's price ad- 
vance a month ago was correct, 
as it should be from a 40-year 
knowledge of newspaper and 
newsprint operations. 


Taken by itself there is rea- 


son to doubt Southland needed 
this Increase. It's a prosper- 
ous and well-managed regional 
mill, selling mainly to newspa- 
pers in the Southwest and South. 
But in the newsprint Industry 
no mill ever stands alone. It 
has to reckon with strikes, fires, 
and other events out of manage- 
ment's control. But newspapers 
must have paper to print on re- 
gardless. 


Therefore every mil] has a 


gentleman's understanding with 
other mills that they will take 
care of the customer newspa- 
pers should their mill be in 
trouble and unable to make de- 
livery. The price of that under- 
standing is that when operations 
turn unprofitable at a minority 
of paper mills the majority have 
to go along with an increase. 


It doesn't sound good to either 


newspaper publishers or the pub- 
lic—but at least it has the vir- 
tue of being a system (hat gua- 
rantees a constant and adequate 
supply of newsprint. Without a 
mill contract, and without ttys 
understanding 
between many 


mills, the outlook for both news- 
papers and mills could be grim 
disaster. 


As a young publisher I didn't 


believe in mill contracts, buying 
on the open market instead. In 
the 1929-33 depression I even 
went along with some other pub- 
lishers and rather than pay $41 
a ton for North American news- 
print I bought paper from Oslo, 
Norway, at $39 a ton delivered. 
This happened all over the coun- 
try, the result being that many 
North American mills switched 
away from unprofitable news- 
print to the manufacture of high- 
er-priced letterhead and book 
papers. 


Then our foreign mill in Nor- 


way burned up one night, and it 
wasn't long before I was waving 
a certified check in front of every 
supplier I could reach—only to 
find all doors closed against me. 
The cold fact was that America 
was calling for more newsprint 
than all the world's paper mills 
combined were turning out. 


Southland 
opened 
the first 


Southern-pine consuming news- 
print mill the first of 1940 and I 
promptly signed up for a char- 
ter contract—a contract now in 
its 30th 
year. I never know 


what the price is going to be- 
but I do know I'll get the paper 
regardless.

Charges the draft has been used 
to punish antiwar protestors

form of punishment," Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy said Sunday. 


Last week, Gen. Lewis B. 


Hershey, Selective Service di- 
rector for the last 28 years, tes- 
tified before the Senate Judi- 
ciary subcommittee that serv- 
ice in the armed forces cannot 
be regarded as a punishment. 


"This is of course true," Ken- 


nedy replied. "But it can be- 
come punishment if the director 
of Selective Service treats ac- 
celerated Induction as an alter- 
native to criminal prosecution 
for those violating draft regula- 
tions. 


Kennedy said the Military Se- 


lective Service Act of 1967 pro- 
vides for the prosecution and 
punishment of draft law viola- 
tors through the federal courts. 


In his appearance last Thurs- 


day, Hershey, who is being re- 
placed as 
head of Selective 


Service, said he opposed what 
he called encroachment of the 
judicial system into the activi- 
ties of draft boards. 


Meanwhile, opposing plans for 


draft reform are at the center of 
a controversy between the Nix- 
on administration and the Sen-

Assassination Risk 
Escalated for Public 
Figures, Report Says

WASHINGTON (AP) - "An 


osculating risk of assassination'' 
exists in America today for oth- 
er 
public figures and lower 


elected leaders as well as presi- 
dent the National Commission 
on Violence says, 


"In comparison to the other 


nations of the world, the level of 
assassination 
in 
the United 


States is high," the commission 
said in one of two weekend re- 
ports, and public figures in and 
out of office should be afforded 
greater government protection. 


The -commission, in the sec- 


ond report, warned that a "mo- 
saic of discontent" pervades the 
nation's system of criminal jus- 
tice, making control of violent 
crime a campaign with "no real 
hope for success" unless radi- 
cally changed and adequately 
funded. 


Dr. Milton Eisenhower heads 


the 
commission, 
which was 


named 
by former 
President 


Lyndon B. Johnson after the 
June 1968 assassination of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy. 


Without drawing a parallel, 


the commission pointed in both 
reports to increasing discontent 
with, and agitation against what 
a significant proportion of the 
population feels are unrespon- 
sive institutions in society and 
government. 


Among the causes of discon- 


tent are "police lawlessness, de- 
grading prison conditions and 
other deficiencies" in criminal 
justice as well as the seeming 
inability of the poor to fight 
back against exploitation, the 
commission said. 


Making a distinction between 


nonconspiratorial assassinations 
— such as the murders of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy and his 
brother Robert F. Kennedy by 
lone malcontents—and "politi- 
cal" assassinations in which an 
organized group uses murder to 
accomplish political ends, the 
commission said: 


"Political violence in the Unit- 


ed States today is probably 
more intense than it has been 
since the turn of the century. If 
civil strife continues to become 
more violent, political assassi- 
nations may well occur." 


In its report on law and order, 


the commission said govern- 
ments—local and state and fed- 
eral—must recognize needs of 
their citizens and act upon them 
if they are to effectively enforce 
their laws. 


Noting that the nation spends 


more for agricultural subsidies 
than on elements of its system 
of criminal 
Justice— 
police, 


courts 
and the prisons—the 


commission recommended in- 
creasing spending by $5 billion a 


year. 


Efforts by one government 


element in the fight against 
crime often undermine those of 
another, it said, recommending 
establishment 
of a National 


Criminal Justice Center to coor- 
dinate efforts.
